SENTRY ‘SYSTEM STILL (IN FORCE, 

The seniry system, which was condemned 
_ by the commissioner as illegal, and which the 
State authorities now declare is not in. force— 
namely, the system by which armed cannibal 

‘savages are placed over the natives for the 
purpose of rubber.callecticn—was in full swing, 
and Mr, Whiteside declares that the horrors of 
the rubber trnde were evident ‘on all sides. 
Mr, Whiteside’s report is being communicated 
to the British Foreign Cfiice. ae ot

taken in response to continuous appeals from 
-the natives, who were suffering from the results 
of the rubber trade. : 

"On pulling ap at the beach nearlyunja, 80 
miles: from our station, we were met by a 
sentry, who. misled us by siating that the place 
was much further inland than was actually the 
case. However, we determined to. visit the 

- town, and came upon it in an opening in the 
forest after two hours'.march, Onentering the 
village we found three fully-armed sentries, the 

+ (head one of whom confirmed the native -testi- 
“ mony that there were no fewer than 35 armed 
gcntrics on the place. a ; 
; CRY OF THE PERSECUTED NATIVE. 

“While I was holding a service in the town, 
at which some of the armed scntrics were pre- 
sent, some of the peop'e called out ‘Save us 

_ from Rubber,! and at the conclusion, when the 
* sentries had gone, they pleaded with us not to 
leave them. | They also begged us to po into 
-the forest with them, and there. they would 
‘show us proof of the brutalities to which they 
- wore subjected by disinterring the bodies of 
their people who had been murdered by the 
. tentries. : 
— 'Two days afierwards, on ovr return, we 
found that the whole’ place, which, supported a. 
:population of about 1,500 souls, had been 
Parned to the ground. One of the sentries had 
been killed together with one of the sentries' 
women, both had been eaten, and we found a 
portion of the remains. On inquiring into the 

, cause of all this the head sentry merely said 
that they had had to fight the people. ° The 
probability is that the sentries, on ourdeparture, 
attacked those who had called out to us to save 
them from rubber, and that the natives re- 
taliated, with the tesult thatthe whole place 
was destroyed. All the natives had fled. 

DRIVEN OUT TO SEARCH FOR RUBBER, 

“(Seventy miles further in the interior we 
came to Lokonji, which place we found divided 
into séctions, under-the ‘control of 20 armed 
sentries. The head seniry told ug-~what the 
people themselves had already stated—that the 

‘male population had been driven into the 
forest.‘to collect rubber, and that they were 
: -compellad to work on rubber collection for 24 
continuous days. ‘At the end of that peridd 
" they were permitted four days! rest, and then 
were dispatched for another 24 days, 
. “L-hava never seen such misery of was 
evidenced by the whole appearadce of this 
‘place, While the. sentries had’ well-built and 
comfortable compounds, all constructed by 
_ forced labour, the wretched people themselves 
had only grass shelters, little better than those 
of the chimpanzees in the adjoining forest, the 


reason, of course, being that, the whole of their 


‘time being occupied in rubber collection, they 
had no leisure to look after thelr own homes, 
“We bad numbers of witnesses in this vil- 
logo of atrocities. committed by sentries, One 
morning at eleven o'clock we endeavoured to 
obtain information of specific cates, but our 
informant said that if he attempted to give a 
- ist of the murdered people he could not do so 
by the setting of the gan, One of the methods 
4 torture ip this village was for the sentries to 
tie the native toa stake and to put them to 
death by means of ighted gum copal placed 
onthelr heads, * :
